Jerome Worries Him to End. 

It was at @fummel’s own request that sen- 
tence was impcsed upon him immediately 
the jury had brought in its verdict. He 
had hoped to be let cut on ball overnight 
and sentenced tomorrow, but District Attor- 
ney Jerome would not consent to this prepo- 
sition. Neither would Jerome take chances 
of a quick sentence operating in favor of 
Hummel. ; 

He had been summoned to court In a hurry 
when Hummel made his sudden and surpris- 
ing request for a quick sentence. He came 
on the run, and, without stopping to catch 
his breath, snapped out to the court: 

“If your honor is not prepared to impose 
the maximum penalty I ask that sentence 
stand over until Friday so that I may pre- 
pare to lay before your honor matter in the 
form of affidavits tending to prove the ag- 
gravation of this defendant’s cffense. When

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WANT OWN WATER SYSTEM, 


Packers Planning to Supply the 
Yards by Private Pumps. 


FIGURE ON A BIG SAVING. 


Think Cost 2 to 24 Cents 1,000 Gal- 
lons Including All Charges. 


A plan for a privately owned system of 
water works inside of and independent of 
the municipal ownership water plant is now 
being worked out by the stockyards interests. 
It does not contemplate a small plant either, 
but a big one, supplying nearly 1,000,000,000 
gallons of water a month. 

The promise is that if the franchise can be 
obtained the water will be furnished to the 
company’s consumers for not more than 2% 
cents a thousand gallons and probably 2 
cents. The city’s rate to wholesale users is 
now 4 cents and runs from that to 10 cents to 
those who buy less quantities. The city is 
losing money on the 4 cent rate. 

The advantage the proposed company 
would have over the city would be in the 
fact that it supplied but a limited territory, 
with the water close at hand and this terri- 
tory would contain some of the largest water 
users in Chicago. 


Working on the Plans. 

H. C. Gartner. superintendent of construc- 
tion for Swift & Co., is now working on the 
plans. In speaking of the matter Mr. Gard- 
ner said: 

“TI do not think the matter can be put In 
form for a week. or perhaps ten days. When 
it is ready the full plan will be given out.” 

The start of the project was when the com- 
missioner of public works took the plain 
position that the city could not afford to dis- 
criminate between its customers and must 
charge a flat rate to all. The water it was 
seliing to the large consumers at the 4 cent 
‘logs, and it had to recoup by 
charging the smaller users the 10 cent rate.

The packers, who are the large wholesale 
buyers, askedif they might not protect them- 
selyes by starting an independent plant sup- 
plying only themselves, and the answer was 
that there was no special objection as long 
as their plant included water for fire pur- 
poses, as it would relieve the city’s mains to 
that extent. and every gallon of water the 


but when it came to going to the lake after 
the water they needed—and oniy the lake 
could furnish it—they must have a franchise 
from the city to cross streets. 

They could not well go to the city council 
for a franchise for their own supply, as it 
would hardly be a@ public utility, so the plan 
had to resolve itself into a franchise to supply 
water to all users inside a fixed territorj. 

With this in mind figures of the cost of , 
pumping water and of distributing it have | 
been collected. It is known that Armour & 
Co. use 90,000,000 gallons a month,. Swift & 
Co. and Morris & Co. and the other large 
packers use nearly the same amount. Then 
there are the smaller packers and the render- 
ing houses and the other stockyards indus- 
tries which. all take a practically fixed 
amount, 


Would Reflect on City Ownership. 

As far as the figures have been made out 
they show that water can be furnished at 
from 2 cents to 2% cents a thousand gallons. 
This would mean a loss in supplying the 
small ccnsumers, but that would be a small 
part of the business. It does not allow for 
any special profits, either, more than main- 
tenance of plant and caring for depreciation, 
The plan is that the large packers shall be 
the stockholders, and they would get their 
profits out of the reduction in the price they 
have to. pay for water. 

Whether the city administration would 
allow this sort of a franchise to go through 
the council, if the mayor could prevent it, is 
of course a question. Allowing the packers 
to supply their own water is one thing and 
allowing them to supply water to all con- 
sumers inside the territory to which their 
plant is limited is another. To have a small 
user in Ashland avenue get water for 2 cents 
from a private company while one in Austin 
has to pay 10 cents to the city company 
would not look well in a municipal owner- 
ship argument.

CLEARS NAME OF SULLIVAN, 


State Supreme Court Dismisses 
Disbarment Procéedings. 


LYNCH NOT TO BE BELIEVED. 


Conspiracy Charge Bronght by Jury 
Briber Was at Basis of Suit. 


The Illinois Supreme court yesterday after- 
noon freed Alexander Sullivan from the 
charges under which disbarment proceedings 
have been pending, and restored him to his 
standing at the Cook county bar. 

The petition for the disbarment had al- 
leged that Sullivan had been guilty of con- 
spiracy with James J. Lynch, who was a 
bailiff of the Circuit court of Cook county, 
to bribe and corrupt jurors and with induc- 
ing ch, after the latter Had been indicted, 
to forfeit his bond and abscond, in order 
that Lynch might not be a witness against 
Sullivan. 

Started in Street Car Case. 

The case originally was one in which the 
West Chicago street railway, which em- 
ployed Sullivan, was a defendant. After 
Lynch wae indicted tn the first place he fied, 
and remained away from Chicago two years. 
Then he returned and confessed to the state’s 
attorney, laying the blame on Sullivan and 
others. 

As a result Sullivan was indicted, and sen- 
tenced to a fine of $2,000. This was after- 
wards reversed in the Appellate court, and 
later the disbarment proceedings were begun, 
based on the same Lynch charges. 

Lynch Repuciated by Brother. 

In its opinion handed down yesterday the 
Supreme court shows that Lynch’s testimony | 
on ‘the whole matter is practically without 
corroboration and that even his brother, 
Wildam E. Lynch, testified that he would 
not believe James Lynch on oath.

GET NEW TRIALS. 


Supreme Court Decides in Fa- 
vor of Victor Roland O’Shea 
and Joseph Briggs. 


MANY ERRORS ARE FOUND 


Deeision Holds That in Each Cage 
‘Prejudicial Questions’ Were 
Asked the Accused Men. 


Two convicted murderers were granted new 
trials by the Supreme court yesterday be- 
cause of technical errors in their first hear- 
ings. Victor Roland O'Shea, convicted of the 
murder of his wife, Amy, and Joseph (Joeko) 
Briggs, held for the murder of Hans Peter- 
gon, are the men who will be given another 
chance to prove their innocence. 

O'Shea, who shot his wife in a quarre) 
Sept. 10, 1902, has been tried for the murder 
twice, no agreement being reached by the 
first jury. On the second hearing he waa 
sentenced to serve a life¢erm at Joliet. When 
the case was taken to the higher court the 
attorneys for the defendant declared that 
Judge McEwen, before whom the case was 
heard, asked questions of the prisoner that 
prejudiced the jurors against him. It is 
hoped to prove at the new hearing that the 
murder was committed by the young man 
while insane. The new trial was granted on 
the technical error of the court and not be- 
cause of the claims as to his sanity. 


Find Many Errors in Briggs’ Case. 


Briggs’ new hearing was granted on the 
broad grounds that “his first trial was 
filled with prejudicial errors and faulty in- 
structions.”’ The Supreme court found that 
there was no evidence that the man had 
been found guilty of other crimes or that 
he was attempting to make amends for his 
past life. Even had such evidence been in- 
troduced, the court held, it could not have 
been regarded in the hearing of the case for 
which he must now standtrial. The “ preju- 
dicial errors ’’ are almost exactly like those 
found in the O'Shea case. 

It was held that the court had used lan- 
guage in the presence of the jury calculated 
to prejudice the jurors against the defend- 
ant. It was also held that the verdict was 
granted against the weight of the evidence 
and that errors had been committed in the 
admission and exclusion of other evidence. 


Holds That Alibi Is Good. 


Even the alibi that was disregarded by 
the jury, which found Briggs guilty, was 
held by the court to be good. The testimony 
showed that the man had been in a saloon 
at almost exactly the same time the murder 
was committed, making it improbable, ac- 
cording to the new decision, for him to be 
the murderer. 


Marriage License Denied. 

The action of County Clerk Olson of Cook 
county in refusing to issue a marriage license 
on Aug. 21, 1905, to Henry Buenger and 
Eliza Grimes on the ground that the woman 
had obtained a decree of divorce from her 
first husband on June 28, two days prior to 
the taking effect of the new marriage license 
act, is sustained by the court and the cause 
is reversed and remanded. 

When the couple applied for a license and 
Mr. Olson refused to issue the-same they 
petitioned for a writ of mandamus and the 
writ was issued, from which Olson appealed. 

The court holds that the act of 1905, which 
provided that persons obtaining divorces 
could not marry within one year after the 
date of such divorce, was mandatory and 
that it was the duty of the clerk to refuse 
to issue a license to persons not qualified to 
receive the same and that the act runs 
against the time of the issuing of the li- 
cense and not to the time of the divorce, and 
that the act did not infringe upon any con- 
stitutional rights. 


Parent Keeps Delinquent Child. 

It is not within the power of the state to 
seize any child under the age of 16 years who 
has committed a misdemeanor and take him 
from his home and the custody of his father 
and from the care of his mother and commit 
him to a state institution. This is opinion 
in, awarding Joseph Schwartz the custody of 
his son, Sam Schwartz, who had been gent 
to the St. Charles home for boys. The court 
states that it does not hold the statute regu- 
lating the disposition of delinquent children 
unconstitutional. Its position is that if the 
child has a comfortable, quiet, orderly, and 
moral home and is not neglected it is not 
within the power of the general asembly to 
interfere with parental rights.

Sher- 
man as president of the senate the act dces 
not become operative and probate courts will 
have no jurisdiction over this class of estates 
until the law is properly enacted. fhis de- 
cision was reach<«d in the case of Frank 
Lyneh vs. Julia Hutchinson et al. on appeal 
from Cook county, in which case the will 
created a trust in favor of Lynch. The 
latter filed a petition asking that the trustees 
be required tomeccount to the Probate court 
as such trustee, but the court refused to take 
jurisdiction. 


Exonerates Trustee of Shortage. 

The judgment of the Cook County Crim- 
inal court is reversed, but the cause is not re- 
manded in the case of John C. Brown against 
the people. Brown was trustee of the estate 
of his father, the late James M, Brown of 
Texas. When he was called upon to settle 
the estate he was short $8,174. He was in- 
dicted and convicted of larceny. The jury, 
hewever, recommended leniency and said it 
@id not believe that the shortage was by 
criminal intent. The Supreme court holds 
that his wrongful act is not larceny under 
the laws effective when he was convicted,

Mr. Storms admitted that he had 
used the funds in his hands in investments 
and that he-had resorted to the trusteeship 
to straighten out hisaffairs. . 

It appears that when Gov. Hanly demanded 
the resignation of David B. Sherrick, auditor 
of state, for failure to settle with the treas- 
urer, the banks which “iad loaned Storms 
money on traction and other securities be- 
came uneasy and demanded that the loans 
be paid at once. The secretary of state 
appealed to his bondsmen and a meeting was 


meeting that Storms needed $77 000 to square 
himself with the state, but the bondsmen 
did not have the money, and when the banks 
were applied to the amount raised lacked 
$41,000 of being enough to meet the indebted- 
ness. Resort then wae had to a trusteeship. 


Turns Over All Property. 

Storme surrendered all his property and se- 
curities and on these a coneliderable amount 
was raised. Personal friends also came to 
his aid. 

It developed that Storms made only a par- 
tial settlement with the statein July, and the 
books show that he owed at that time §20,000 
in excess of the amount which he paid and 
with which he was credited on. Boe hays of 
the state treasurer. 

Gov. Hanly said tonight that MS ‘ae not 
know that Storms was short in July or that he 
had had difficulty in settling with the state 
in October, but if he had known it he certain- 
ly would have proceeded against him. i 


Pays at Governor’s Request. 


* All I care to say,’ said Mr. Storms to- 
night, “is that I settled on Monday, Oct. 
2, at the request of the governor, and paid 
the state every dollar I owed them, except as 
to one or two minor reports, which could not 
be gotten-out, but which were turned in as 
soon as they could be prepared. In so far 
as other charges are concerned I do not care 
to discuss them one way or another. As 
far as borrowing money is concerned, that 
is not an unusual proceeding for any busi- 
ness man. I have borrowed money from 
banks, though not in large amounts. 

“The methods of state officials were over- 
turned by the unfortunate affair of former 
Auditor Sherrick, and naturally caused 
some confusion. As to investments made by 
officials it has been the custom for seventy- 
five years.” . 

It is regarded as a peculiar coincidence that 
Storms. at the time Sherrick was trying to 
raise money to meet his indebtedness, also 
was conferring with his bondsmen for a 
similar purpose. 

There seems to be no question about the 
value df Storms’ securities, but the banks 
became suspicious when Sherrick went out 
ef the office under a cloud, and this com- 
plicated matters. 


WOMEN DEANS. MAKE RULES 
FOR GIRLS IN. COLLEGES. 


Draw Up Resolutions Covering Lodg- 
ing of Students, Social Affairs, Ath- 
letics, Classes, and Sororities. 


Rules that the deans of women at state 
universities would like to see observed by 
the girls attending those schools were pre- 
pared yesterday. The deans ended their 
conference at the Stratford hotel by draw- 
ing up resolutions embodying the results of 
their deliberations. The points brought out 
in these resolutions follow: 

That private houses, in which women students 
lodge, should be supervised personally by the dean 
and that only such houses should be placed on the 
list as rent no rooms to men students and furnish 
a reception room on the first floor. 

That physical training should be required of all 
womer students and that the latter should not 
take part in public athletic contests. 

That all social affairs, with two possible ex- 
ceptions, should close at midnight; there are too 
many social affairs. 

That if there are sororities, there should be a 
large number; excessive rushing is condemned. 

That the segregation of classrooms is condemned. 

That residence halls of moderate size are advisa- 
ble for women students. 

Mrs. Myra Jordan, dean at the University 
of Michigan, was chosen chairman of a com- 
mittee to arrange for the next conference, 
Ait the invitation of Dean Jordan, it will 
meet In Ann Arbor-at a date not yet se- 
lected.

River Improvement and Com- 
- mercial Associations Ask 
‘Immediate Action. 


| DELAY WILL MEAN LOSS. 


Fear. Attempt to Lower Bores Dur- 
ing the Summer Naviga- 
tion Season. 


The active codperation of the Chicago Com- 

mercial association in the movement 
for the immediate removal of the tun- 
néls under the river was secured by 
the Chicago River Improvement asso- 
clation yesterday. It was decided on at 
a conference between the ways and means 
committee of the commercial association and 
a committee representing the river improve- 
ment association. 
The meeting was held at the Grand Pacific 
hotel and was attended by more than fifty 
members of both organizations. George B. 
Adams, who was the principal speaker rep- 
resenting the river association, urged that 
the tunnels d all other obstructions to 
e rivers and harbor of Chi- 
cago be removed altogether. If the tunnels 
are to be lowered, he said, the work should 
begin immediately. 

“If the work of lowering the tunnels be 
deferred until late in the summer the work 
will be more of an obstruction to the com- 
merce of Chicago than the tunnels them- 
said Mr. Adams. “I do not want to 
be put In a position of representing some- 
thing antagonistic to the city of Chicago. 
We think we represent what the commercial 
agsociation represents in a larger way—the 
sre am interests of Chicago and the 
nation. 


Importance of Lake Commerce. 


“The commerce of Chicago is allied with 
that of the entire nation, and not an inconsid- 
erable portion of Chicago’s commercé con- 
sists of the traffic which comes from west of 
Chicago by rail and goes away from here 
by water. Rallway rates are directly in- 
fluenced by the traffic on the great lakes: Not 
only the rates of the railroads paralleling 
the lakes, but more distant roads as well. 

“The promise has been made to rémove 
the tunnels by April 15, 1906. Why was that 
date selected? Because it is the opening of 
the nevigation season. It ie evident that re- 
moving them or lowering them at once would 
clear the channels for the entire season. 


Traction Excuse Poor One. 

“ The traction question is a poor excuse for 
delaying the work. It is said that if the 
street railroads be permitted to trolleyize 
their cables lines so as to bring the cars over 
the river the city will be placed at the mercy 
of the traction companies. At the time the 
Mann bill was passed it was known that this 
right would be granted temporarily. 

** Mayor Dunne is mistaken and does not 
understand the situation. When he says it 
is dangerous to give the traction companies 
the right to trolleyize the cable lines he shows 
little faith In the city council. There is no 
reason to expect trouble if the council knows 
its business. I believe the council is equal to 
keeping the street railways under proper 
control.”’ 

Resolution Is Adopted. 

After the speech A. M. Compton, chairman 
of the commercial association committee, 
introduced the following resolution which 
was adopted unanimously: 

“ Resolved, That the efforts of the Chi- 
cago River Improvement association te have 
the tunnels and other obstructions to naviga- 
tion in the Chicago river removed immedi- 
ately be approved and to that end the Chi- 
cago Commercial association is willing te co- 
operate.”’ 

Cc. L. Dering, vice president of the river 
association, was the first speaker. He out- 
lined the object of his organization and said 
the association represents the ownership and 
occupancy of every foot of dockage in the 
Chicago harbor. 

“In endeavoring to secure the remova) 
of the tunnels by the time set by the secre- 
tary of war, we have come before you ask- 
ing your aid,” said Mr. Deering. ‘ The tun- 
nels are obstructing navigation and com- 
merce and they must be removed by thetime 
specified.”’ 

Question Not So Serious. 

“ This question is not so serious as Mayor 
Dunne is trying to make it,” said H. N. Ford. 
‘The only people who can be dissatified are 
the people who use the Washington street 
tunnel, and long before that tunnel is lowered 
the traction question will be settled.”’ 

R. J. Dunham, secretary of the River Im- 
provement association, told of the loss to the 
marine commerce of Chicago due to the tun- 
nels. 

“The limit of draft over the La Salle 
street tunnel last year varied between 17 
feet and 17 feet 6 inches,” he said. “ This 
means that if it were possible for a boat to 
come into Chicago it would have to come 
with a 35 per cent smaller cargo than it could 
carry into other ports on the great lakes. 
When we get these obstructions out of the

CONTROLLER TELLS OF WALSH. 


Says He Has Had Success in Proving 
Criminal Violations of Law in 
Former Cases. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Controller of 
the Currency Ridgely today made a statement 
in regard, to the trouble of the Chicago banks 
controlled by John R. Walsh. He said: 

“In this case,as in all others with which I 
have had ta deal, I must decline to give out 
anything for publication in regard to criminal 
violation of law. In all cases the facts in 
regard to what has been done In the banks 
and the evidence we have are given by the 
examiners to the United States district attor- 
ney. Itis for the department of justice to say 
whether the evidence as we tind it justifies 
criminal proceedings. 

‘In spité of the great difficulty there always 
is In getting evidence and convicting men of 
such standing, the department of justice has 
been successful in punishing bank offenders 
in the cases with which I have had to deal, 
notably those at Asbury Park, N. J.; Doyles- 
town, Pa.; Oberlin, Newark, and Gallitin, 
O.; Elkhart, Ind.; and Milwau«ee, Wis. 

**In all these cases I am sure the prosecu- 
tion has been more successful than if the evi- 
dence had been ‘hunted up with a brass band. 
T cannot see any advantage to the prosecu- 
tion, but many advantages to the defense, in 
announcing in advance what tne evidence 
is on which prosecution may be based. 

Two Dangers of Walsh Banks. 

“Fhe trouble with the Waleh banks was 
due to two things, which are always dan- 
gerous—the holding of large amounts of pub- 
lic deposits and the managing officers of the 
bank being interested in outside enterprises 
requiring the use of large amounts of bor- 
rowed money which they supplied from the 
funds of the bank in larger and larger 
amounts. No bank whose officers are using 
its money to any considerable amount, is 
ever free from danger. They do not all fail 
by any means, of course, but when a bank 
does fail it is almost invariably from this 

use. 
es There is e€idom a failure which is not due 
to exoessive loans, either direetly to the 
officers or to various concerns in which they 
are in some way interested. 

“There was no money stolen from the 
Walsh banks, or any shortage in their se- 
curities, as there was; for instance, in the 
Bnterprise bank of Allegheny, Pa. 

“ John R. Walsh was for years considered 
a succeseful and conservative banker, but he 
branched out more and more into other enter- 
prises, He owned a large Chicago newspa- 
per, three or four railroads, coal mines, quar- 
ries, and had real estate and property of 
every description. He is aman of mafvelous 
energy and fine ability. His companies were 
well organized and conducted, and he might 
have succeeded, as he alway@# had in the past, 
if he had not undertaken too much for his 
capital. He might have used these bans to 
supply funds to a reasonable amount and 
had no trouble. 

All Warnings Ignored. 

“Instead, however, of heeding all warn- 
ings and reducing his loans, he kept on until 
the strain was too great and he had to fail, 
As soon as we got the from the na- 
tional bank and the two state institutions 
based on simultaneous examinations it re- 
vealed the fact that the tetal amount of 
loans to his institutions was so large that 
not one of the three banks could continue 


“ At a conference between the officers of 
the Walsh banks, the clearing house com- 
mittee, and the national and state officers, 
which lasted without interruption from 10 
o'clock Sunday morning until 6 o’clock Mon- 
day morning, thie situation was fully dis- 
cussed. The officials notified the others that 
uniess the payment of all creditors was as- 
sured not one of the three banks should open 
Monday morning. 

“Mr, Walsh and the other directors of the 
three banks offered-real estate and other se- 
curities to the amount of $5,000,000 to guar-

More Bank Examiners Needed. 


Referring to the recent bank failures In 
Chicago during a debate in the house 
today Mr. Prince of Illinois made the point 
that with the present limited numoer of 
national bank examiners it was impossible 
for those officials to cover the ground re- 


department of justice might do well to con- 
sider for the purpose of applying a penalty 
to delinquent bank officials. One of these 
sectiong prohibits a national bank from 
lending to any one borrower more than on¢- 
tenth of its capital. The otner section ap- 
plies to embezzling bank officials and pro- 
vides a penalty of fine and imprisonment. 

Mr. Prince said there were 5.858 national 
banks and but 78 examiners. Perhaps con- 
gress was at fault in this respect. He did 
not think there was laxness on the part of the 
controller of the currency, but it was evident 
there was fault somewhere. 

Mr. Gillespie of Texas suggested that the 
controller had declared the law restricting 
loans was too stringent to be enforced. 

Mr. Prince replied that the best way to get 
rid of a bad law was to enforce it. 


WALSH LEAVES THE PARK BOARD 


Resigns es Treasurer and Commission- 
ers Accept and Offer Post to 
John J. Mitchell. 


John R. Walsh resigned yesterday as treas- 
urer of the south park board, a position 
which he has held for sixteen years. On mo- 
tion of Commissioner Henry G. Foreman 
the board accepted the resignation, with res- 
olutions of regret, doubled the amount of the 
treasurer's bond, making it $1,000,000, and 
offered the place to President John J. Mitch- 
ell of the Illinois Trust and Savings bank. 
It {s understood Mr. Mitchell will accept. 

Mr. Walsh had been on the board since 
1878, first as commissioner and later as treas- 
urer. He sent a formal letter of resignation 
to President Walton, which the latter intro- 
duced with the jocose remark that ‘* Mr. 
Walsh said there was no use In being treas- 
urer if he had no place in which to keep the 
funds.’’ The letter itself follows: 

“To the South Park Commissioners: I 
hereby tende: my resignation as treasurer 
of the south park commissioners, to take ef- 
fect immediately. Joun R. WALaz.” 

With thie letter in their possession the 
commissioners held a long caucus before the 
regular meeting and decided to ask Mr. 
Mitchell to handle their funds. They also 
drew up these resolutions, which later were 

by a rising vote: 

* Resolved, That the resignation of John 
R. Walsh as treasurer of the south park 
commissioners be and hereby is accepted; 
and, 
* Resolved, That the south park commis. 
sioners, recognizing the many years of valu- 
able service rendered to the people by Mr. 
Walsh as member, president, and treasurer 
of the board, hereby thank him for his un- 
tiring work, his willing assistance, and his 
wise counsel."’ 

Mr. Walsh's resignation delayed for at 
ying out of $200,000 due 
as vouchers for the current year. While 
nothing was said in the meeting regarding 
any withdrawal of funds, Secretary Shum- 
way eaid that “the understanding is that 
Mr. Mitchell will take care of that as soonas 
he qualifies for office.”

LIVE STOCK EXHIBIT SEEN BY 
75,000 PERSONS, 


Attendance at International Affair 
Passes That of Corresponding Day 
Last Year and Promises to Reach 
Great Total of 600,000 Before Week 
Closes—Sheep Prizes Awarded and 
Horses Attract Much Attention— 
More Canadians Arrive. 


Unless all signs fail the attendance at the 
international live stock show, now on, will 
exceed that of last year by 150,000. The turn- 
stiles registered 75,000 persons entering yes- 
terday, against 61,210 on the corresponding 
Gay laet year.

The number of out of town attendants Is 
expected to increase during the remainder of 
the show. The 1 cent a mile rate went into 
effect on the railroads during the day, and 
acted as a powerful stimulus to farmersand 
stock raisers to come in to see the show.

The call for the Chicago conference grew 
out of a meeting in New York two weeks 
ago of nine insurance commissioners and 


‘ three actuaries called to consider the advisa- 


bility of some concerted action In the matter 
of insurance investigation 4ndcontrol.. This 
body had a conference with the New York 
legislative committee and became acquainted 
with the progress and nature of the work 
done by that committee. The commissioners 
then went to Washington to confer with the 
president. An hour was spent with him, and 
as a result of the conference it was decided to 
lesue a call for a conference of all state ex- 
ecutives and commissioners. 


Three Propositions Vital. 

The visiting commissioners laid before the 
president three propositions they desired to 
enact—viz.: 

1. To shorten the period of accounting by 
life insurance companies. 

2. To mit the expense of new business. 

8. To bring the policy holders in closer 
touch with the companies. 

The president agreed as to the desirability 
of these ends and said he would suggest that 
the District of Columbia take the lead and in 
a way to make a law that might serve asa 
‘model for other states. In consequence it 
was arranged that the call for a Chicago con- 
ference be sent out by the superintendent of 
insurance of the District of Columbia and the 
following has been sent to all state capitals: 

In view of the Interest that is now being taken 
in the business of insurance throughout the coun- 
try @&hd in many sections abroad, too; also be- 
cause of the belief almost universally existing that 
the disturbed situation requires the wisest, most 
thoughtful and comprehensive consideration, It 
has been suggested by several officials, who rank 
high in public life, that a conference of all the 
governors, attorneys general, and insurance com- 
missioners of the states, territories, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia be held for the purpose.of con- 
sidering matters pertajning to life insurance, as 
well as the business of insurance’ in general. 

Therefore, after a preliminary conference, held 
in New York City last week, with a number of 
insurance commissioners and an extended meeting 
that subsequently was held in this city-on Deo. 
9. 10, and 11, at which meeting the following were 
present—viz.: Insurance Commissioners Reau E. 
Folk, Tennessee; Thomas D. O’Brien, Minne- 
sota; B. F. Carroll, Iowa; Zeno M. Host, Wiscon- 
sin; W. Q. Cole, Mississippi: Henry R. Prewitt, 
Kentucky; Frank H. Hardison, deputy of Massa- 
chusetts; John L. Pierce, deputy of Nebraska, and 
myself, consulting actuaries, Clayton C. Hall-of 
Baltimore, 8S. Herbert Wolfe of New York City, 
and W. J. Graham, Kentucky, and Examiner C. 
P. Wofford of the Tennessee insurance department 
—it was deemed advisable to call such a meeting, 
and to that end and as chairman of the conference 
I hereby invite and urge you to be present at a 
meeting to be held in Chicago on Thursday, Feb. 
1, 1906.

President Favors Movement. 

Discussing the call, Mr. Host said: 

** We found the president deeply interested 
in our mission and apparently he has given 
the subject much thought and study, as he 
appeared quite familiar with the situation. 
His moral support is back of the movement 
and we think will count for much. By fixing 
a short period far accounting we hope for 
one thing to reduce the exorbitant salaries 
now paid insurance officials. We believe in 
limiting the expenge.of new business and 
‘instead of making the first policies so ex- 
pensive would extend the cest over several 
years. To bring the policy holders nearer the 
companies we unanimously agreed that 
proxies should be done away with and that 
policy holders who cannot be present to vote 
in person send their votes by mail. We would 
have a nominating committee composed of 
a proper number of trustees and tellers also 
chosen, ~ 

“The main trouble with regulation is lack 
of uniformity in state laws and codperation. 
With these objections remoyed we can put 
the insurance business on a solid basis, re- 
store public confidence, and instead of having 
immense sums extravagantly exploited, 
wasted, anddiverted into salaries, to turn the 
millions of which the policy holders have 
been robbed to the pockets where they belong 
—to the plain people who pay the premiums."’

NEW DISCLOSURE IN NEW YORE 
INSURANCE INQUIRY. 


Former President of Bankers’ Life 
Testifies That His Company Was 
Unable to Secure Favor from State 
Department Until It Had Employed 
a Certain Attorney—Official of Ger- 
mania Admits Money Was Ad- 
vanced to Influence Legislation. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[{Specjal.]—Richard 
Morgan, former president of the Bankers’ 


‘Life Insurance company, told the Armstrong 


legislative investigating committee today 
something about the ‘“‘ atmosphere ’’ in the 
Albany office of the New York state insur- 
ance department under Lou Payn's adminis- 
tration. It was chilly for the Bankers’ Life 
at first, but later warmed up after the Bank- 
ers’ Life had paid a certain Gen. Hogan 
$2,000 to represent it at Albany. 

Mr. Morgan said that the Bankers’ Life 
offered to put up gilt edge securities with 
the state department as a reserve fund if 
it. would, permit the company to carry out 
its plans for giving surrender values. Mr. 
Appleton of the department, replied, accord- 
ing to the witness, that no matter what the 
company put up, it couldn't incorporate in 
its policies such a surrender clause. 

**Did Appleton say the company would 
have to take mandamus proceedings? ’’ asked 
Mr. Hughes. 

‘Yes; you know it is pretty hard for an 
assessment company to go to Albany,’ was 
the witness’ reply. 

‘* What do you mean by that?” 

“Well, B went up there with Julien T. 
Davis and was treated’ coldly and again with 
Mr. Dawson and got the same kind of a 
reception,” 

“How?” asked Mr. Hughes. ‘ 

“ Well,” replied Mr. Morgan, “ you know 
you can goto a man’s office and find the at- 
mosphere pretty chilly sometimes.” 


Pays $2,000; Weather Warmer. 


Mr. Morgan said that he could not’get the 
department to examine the company until 
July, 1899, altaough it made the application 
seven months before. 

The company finally was reincorporated in 
October, 1899. This occurrea after the com- 
pany had retained as its counsel Gen. Hogan 
of Syracuse. Mr. Morgan said a policy holder 
named Dexter told the officers of the company 
that Gen. Hogan would be a good man, and 
would be “ listened to”’ at A.-any. 

Mr. Morgan said that he appeared before 
the state imsurance department with Hogan, 
and that he was treated altogether dif- 
ferently. 

“The atmosphere had changed,’’ said he. 
The result was that the Bankers’ Life was 
allowed to reincorporate. The company paid 
Gen. Hogan $2,000 as counsel. 

Money to Pass Lien Law. 

Other witnesses today were representatives 

of the Germania and Washington Life Ingur- 
ance companies, 
, Cornelius Doremus, president of the Ger- 
mania, said his company never made polite 
ical contributions, In May, 1904, $250 was 
paid as a share in legislative work on the 
lien ‘bill. The company also paid $500 for 
counsel fees in connection with the mort- 
gage tax law. 

E. C. Potter, a New York real estate agent, 
took the stand and testified that he received 
the $260 contributed by the Germania com- 
pany in May, 1904, in connection with the 
passage of the lien bill. Others contributed 
to the legal fund for this purpuse, Mr, Pct- 
ter sald. erd ‘+ all he received about $2,000, 
which was paid fo William H. Buckley, an 
Albany iawyer. 

Says Ryan Never Interfered. 

When John Tatlock, president of the Wash- 
ington Life, appeared he was accompanied 
by Paul D. Cravath, Thomas F. Ryan’s per- 
sonal counsel. Mr. Tatlock, upon taking the 
stand, identified a list of collateral loans of 
the Washington Life which had been made 
since Jan. 1, 1905. None of these loans had 
been made to or for the benefit of any officer 
of the company. 

A statement of legal fees for ten years 
paid by the company was presented. Mr. 
Tatlock said he could find no record of pay- 
ments to Andrew Hamilton or Andrew C. 
Fields, nor any payments for legislative pur- 
poses. 

A statement was presented by Mr. Tate. 
lock showing the outstanding insurance of 
the Washington Life on Nov. 1 to have been 
$12,389.000 in annual dividend insurance and 
$45,440,000 in deferred dividend insurance. 

The earnings for nine months of this year, 
witness said, as far as could be calculated, 
were $226,000, of which $77,000 was paid as 
dividends to policy holders and $149,000 as 
surplus. 

Mr. Tatlock further said that Thomas F. 

Ryan never attempted to influence any action 
on the part of the board, and never suggeated 
the purchase of any securities: The pur- 
chase of American Tobacco that came up in 
yerterday’s testimony, Mr. Tatlock said, was 
suggested by Levi P. Morton and was con- 
curred in by tne board. 
- Witness thought the Investments tn securt- 
ties by insurance companies was a matter 
that could be safely trusted to men of good 
judgment. It was his opinion that an insur- 
ance company's investments shculd be han- 
dled by men in close touch with Wall street. 
He said that the Washington Life had never 
bought any securities from Mr. Ryan, Mr. 
Morton, or any other officer, but had bought 
some from the Morton erat company.

BY REALTY BOARD 


Most Hotly Contested Strug- 
gles in Its History. 


REGULAR TICKET VICTOR. 


Rejection of Several Proxies Cause 
of Dissatisfaction Among 
Many of the Members. 


In one of the most hotly contested elections 
in the history of the real estate board the 
regular ticket, headed by Frank G. Hoyne, 
was elected yesterday over the members’ 
ticket, headed by Frederick 8. Oliver. 

Mr. Hoyne'’s majority was seven, the vote 
standing 66 for him as against 50 for Mr. 
Oliver. The other leading nominees on the 
regular ticket were elected by about the 
same majority, with the exception of James 
A. McLane for vice president, who hed a 
majority of 18 over Harry J. Farnham on 
the members’ ticket. 

Complications which arose, however, in 
connection ‘with the rejection of ten proxies 
and the inability of four newly elected mem- 
bers to vote aroused dissatisfaction among 
the supporters of Mr. Oliver, it being claimed 
that had these votes been received it would 
have resulted in his election. 

The tellers in charge of the election re- 
parted that they had rejected eight of the 
proxies for the‘reason that they were slated 
to be for the annual meeting and not the an- 


nual election, and the other two for the rea- | 


son they were not properly witnessed, 
Claim Proxies Are Valid. 

The supporters of Mr. Oliver claimed, how-s 
ever, that they received eminent legal ad- 
vice to the effect that the annual meeting 
included the annual election, and, conse- 
quently, the right to vote at the latter. 

Marven A. Farr, for the tellers, stated, 
however, in response to a request of the 
supporters of Mr. Oliver and to the emphatic 
demand of Mr. Hoyne that he did not want 
to win under any technicality, that the count- 
ing of, the proxies would not change the re- 
sult of the election. 

Regarding the four votes in question, the 
charge is made by the supporters of Mr. 
Oliver that the chairman. of the membership 
committee, who was a supporter.of the regu- 
lar ticket, carried away the necessary papers 
hurriedly after a meeting of the committee 
late Tuesday afternoon, and thus prevented 
the secretary from notifying these members 
of their election and issuing certifcates to 
them. 

Oliver Supporters Are Bitter. 

It undoubtedly is a fact that there is much 
bitterness among the supporters of Mr. Oli- 
ver, and it is thought.possible there may be 
interesting developments yet to come. 

One of the surprises of the election was the 
defeat of Robert C. Butzow as a member of 
the valuation committee, Ernest Wolters- 
dorf on the regular ticket receiving seventy- 
‘two votes, E. Orris Hart on the members’ 
ticket sixty-nine, and Mr. Butzow sixty-eight, 

It is claimed by the friends of Mr. Butzow 
that the campaign managers of the regular 
ticket brought pressure to bear upon him to 
come out In support of the regular ticket, 
and that upon his refusal, to do this he was 
picked out for special punishment by the 
leaders of the opposition. 

With the exception of director for three 
years, for which E. A. Halsey was elected 
by 90 to 55 for James G. Trainer, no other 
results were announced, the tellers being 
given further time to report regarding the 
balance of the ticket. 

The regular annual meeting proper was 
taken up with the reports of the various re- 
tiring officers, which indicated the board to be 
in a fairly prosperous condition. 


Takes City Officials to Task. 
Retiring President Richards took the city 
officials to task for ‘what he termed their 
“absolute misunderstanding” of the rela- 
tionship of the people to each other and of 
the people to industrial ur mercantile en- 
terprises.”’ 

“ The mania for extracting from the people 
for the people of the immediate dollar,”’ he 
continued, ‘“‘ has caused them to lose sight 
of.the future dollars. many of which they 
have lost by their policy forever.”’ 

While no direct reference was made, his 
remarks were taken to bear on the attitude 
of the city regarding space under sidewalk 
rent and its policy of exacting full com- 
pensation for the vacation *of street ends 
and alleys. 

With reference to the traction question he 
declared the present administratidn is at 
least entitled to the credit of bringing the 
question up to its present acute state, where 
procrastination practically is impossible.

A. 3B. Dupont, Representing the 
Mayor, Suggests That a Trolley 
Line in State Street North of Twen- 
tieth Would Do Much to Relieve 


Conditions—Lack of Terminal Fa- 
cilities Held Responsible for Con- } 


gestion in Rush Hours of Day. 


At a conference between the city authori- 
ties and President Mitten of the Chicago City 
railway company yesterday as to methods of 
improving the south side service the sugges- 


tion was made by A. B. Dupont, represent- | 
ing the mayor, that much could be done if a 
trolley line was put in State street, north of ' 


Twentieth. 

At an earlier conference with General 
Manager Roach of the Union Traction com- 
pany that official explained that one reason 
why more “ trippers”’ could not be put on 
during the rush hours was because the com- 
pany would thereby violate its contract with 
the car men’s union and it might precipitate 
a strike. 

At President Mitten’s office in the after- 
noon there were present Mr. Dupont, Maurice 
F. Doty, and Jacob Grossberg, representing 
the city administration. Mr. Dupont made 
the point that more cars should be put on 
during the rush hours, declaring th was 
trackage room for them. 


Blames Lack.of Terminals. 


President Mitten did not dispute seriously 
this, but made the point that it was lack 
of terminal facilities and not trackage room, 


which was handicapping the company. He 


claimed the Wabash avenue loop was now 
filled to its capacity and the Clark street 
terminus, being a switch back, could not 

e crowded any more than it is. 

Mr. Dupont agreed with him, practically, 
as to Wabash avenue, saying, however, that 
if the men on the corners would look after 
business better there might not be the delay 
in swinging the heavy cars around the Madi- 
son street and Randglph street curves there 
is now. He also suggested that some of the 
cars coming up Clark street should be put 
over to State street, which now is practi- 
cally barren of cars. 

President Mitten replied that he would 
make the changes if they could be arranged. 
He said it wquid allow him to put better 
cars on Archer avenue, the ones now in use 
being necessitated by the fact that they 
come frony Nineteenth street as trailers to 
the cables. But in order to do it, he must 
have a trolley line in State street. 

Mr. Dupont replied he recognized this fact 
and would recommend the permit for the 
trolley be granted. 


To End Delays at Intersections. 

Another matter considered was whether 
at street intersections where orcss town lines 
exist the cars should stop at both sides of 
the street, the point being made that the 
Present custom of stopping at both sides 
delays the cars. This the city representa- 
dives agreed to and said the rule of only 
one stop should be established.

Judge Gresscup gave a peremptory order 
in the afternoon that Charles T. Yerkes plead 
to the case, in which he is the defendant, by

SENATORS OPPOSE 
HEAD OF CANAL COMMISSION. 


Morgan, Teller, and Culberson Declare 
Nomination Was “Railroaded”’ and 
Their Protest Results in the Recall 
of the Confirmation Notice Sent to 
the President—Cliaimed That Chair. 
man of Waterway Board Also Holds 
Position as President of Railroad. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—A fight will 
be made in the senate to hold up the con- 
firmation. of Theodore P. Shonts on the 
ground that he is holding dual positions— 


as chairman of the isthmian canal commis- 


sion and as president of the Clover Leaf 
railroad company. 

The nomination of Mr. Shonts was con- 
firmed by the senate.on Dec. 15. Several 
minority senators made the point today that 
bad been 
through the senate and that no poll of the 
senate committee on interoceanic canals had 
been made. 


Nominations to Be Returned. 

The senate therefore called upon the presi- 
dent for the recall of the notice of confirma- 
tion, the motion being made by Senator Mor- 
gan. 

A rule of the senate provides that when a 
nomination is confirmed or rejected any sen- 
ator voting in the majority may move fora 
reconsideration ‘“‘on the same day on which 
the vote was taken or on either of the next 
two days of actual executive session of the 
senate.”’ 

Senators Lodge and Spooner made the point 
that the motion to reconsider was out of 
order, on the ground that the nominations 
were confirmed on Dec. 16 and two executive 
sessions had since been held. 


Morgan Leads the Fight. 

Senator Mcrgan said that as a member of 
the committee on interoceanic canals he 
was entitled to cast his vote for or against 
the nominations at the meeting of the com- 
mittee or through a poll taken by the chair- 
man. 

Several senators said “they supposed that 
this course had been followed, but Senator 
Millard, chairman of the canal committee, 
admitted that he had not taken a poll, having 
been informed that a majority cf the come 
mittee was in favor of confirming the nom- 
inations.

That was the opportunity, if ever, 
when the Philippine sugar planting would 
grow to enormous proportions. Nothing of 
the kind happened. The importation in- 
creased somewhat, but at no time has the 
Philippine sugar product been an important 
factor in determining the price in the United 
States, The entire production of the islands {s 


| ofalow grade. The climatic conditions have 


determined the fact that the Philippines can 
never compete with Cuba in the production 
of sugar. Besides that the freight rates 
are so much greater from the Philippines 
than from the neighboring islands that our 
entire imported supply of sugar will surely 
come from Cuba unless the Philippines are 
given a distinct advantage in the tariff sched- 
ules as compensation for the increased 


| freight rates and low grade of products. 


Under these conditions It is impossible that 
the admission of Philippine sugar free of all 
duty should have any effect wpon the beet 
sugar farmers of the United States. The 
Philippines can never supply us with all the 
sugar we need, and neither can the beet 
farmers. This country probably always will 
import sugar from Cuba or from any other 
good market to supply deficiency in local 
products. The most sanguine prophecies as 
to the future of the beet sugar industry do 
ndt contemplate a condition where that grade 
of sugar added to the production of ‘the 
Louisiana cane planters and supplemented by 
the product of the Philippines, no matter 
how greatly increased, can supply domestic 
consumption. So long as there is necessity 
for any large amount of imports the price 
of sugar in the United States neither will 
be lowered nor raised By the admission or 
barring out of the whole or any part of 
the sugar product of the Philippine islands. 


Older States Not in Lead. 

Secretary Wilson and the scientists of the 
department of agriculture do not look entire- 
ly toward the older states for the prospective 
increase in our production of beet sugar. The 
reason for this is that the yield per acre is 
greater in irrigated territories than it is in 
those states which depend on natural rain- 
fall and drainage, The figures of the de~ 
partment show a curious condition in this re- 
gard. For the fiscal year 1904, for instance, 
it appears that the average yield of all beet 
sugar industries throughout the United 
States was 6.92 short tons per acre. 

There has been an actual drain in the aver- 
age yield throughout the country, not. be- 
cause beets are dying out, but because the 
culture has been introduced in states as an 
experiment in some cases,'so that the meth- 
ods of growing are less productive than in 
California and other places where farmers 
have had more experience. For this reason 
it happens that in Michigan, where they have 
about twenty factories, and which really is 
the principal seat of opposition to the Philip- 
pine tariff bill, the average yield of beets per 
acre is only 4.96 short tons, whereas in Utah 
the yield is put down at 10.47 and In Califor- 
nia at 8.75shorttons. This result in Utah, of 
twice as great an average yield as in Michi- 
gan, was reached on farms which were grow- 
ing beets almost exclusively under irrigation. 


Extraction Processes Improve. 


While there has been a general letting 
down in the average yield of beets, owing 
to the introduction of this new species of 
farming into regions which were unfamiliar 
with its methods, there has been a notice- 
able improvement in the amount of sugar 
extracted from beets, and the processes now 
in use in different factories are of an ex- 
tremely encouraging nature. In California, 
the parent state of the industry, extraction 
of the raw sugar reached the satisfactory 
basis of 18.86 per cent of the beets, and a 
still larger ratio was reported in Nebraska 
and Ohio. 

So far as regards opposition of the tobacco 
trust to the Philippine tariff reduction, the 
ways and means committee does not consider 
that it is worthy of much consideration, for 
they say in their report that, with absolute 
free trade in both directions, ‘‘ It would seem 
American tobacco is more likely to go to the 
Philippine islands than that their products 
should come here. They are unable‘to pro- 
duce the light colored wrapper so essential 
to our trade which their own export rade 
is demanding.’’

A PROPOSED NEW INDIAN POLICY. 
Mr. Francis B. Leupp, commissioner of 


tions in his annual report regarding the | 
future treatment of the Indians by the gov- 
ernment. Although only recently appointed 
to his present office, Mr. Leupp has been a 
close student of the red men for twenty 
years. His investigations have convinced 
him that the nation’s past policy in dealing 
with its wards bas for the most part been 
extremely unwise. Its mistakes have been 
mainly due to misunderstanding of the In- 
dian’s nature. His well wishers generally 
have looked upon him as either “simply a 
white man with a red skin ” or classified him 
indiscriminately with non-Caucasians such 
as the negro. The truth that he possesses 
a distinct individuality has been overlooked,

Leupp thinks, to try to coddle the Indians

The “Indian problem” of so many years 
will then cease to trouble the nation. 

The policy Mr. Leupp outlines is perhaps 
the wisest that has ever been suggested. 
The Indians cannot be kept forever in tute- 
lage. They cannot remain forever a sepa- 
rate entity in the nation. The scheme pro- 
posed seems well adapted to relfeve them at 
once of their leading strings and melt them 
down into the mass of the people in a way 
that will do neither them nor anybody else 
any harm, either temporary or permanent.

ORWAY is setting an altogether new 
pace in the matter of constitutional 
monarchies. For she has decided to 
do away with the predicate of “‘ your 
excellency ”’ for ministers and great 

dignitaries of the court and state, and even 
has gone to the length of dispensing with the 
prefix “majesty ’’ im connection with the 
king and queen. The new sovereign in all 
speeches and orations of welcome to which 

e has been subjected since his arrival in 
Norway invariably has been addressed as 
“ Mr. King,” instead of as “ sire’ or “ your 
majesty,” and it is difficult in this connec- 
tion to refrain from calling attention to the 
fact that the chief magistrate of this country 
is invariably addressed as “‘ Mr. President.” 

Then, too, the Norwegian government has 
decided that in future the cabinet ministers 
and@ all other civil servants of the state shall 
wear no uniform, but content themselves with 
plain evening dress on state occasions. Inas- 
much as diplomats are likewise officials of the 
civil gervice it would seem as if hence- 
forth Norway's envoys abroad and the mem- 
bers of their staff would be compelled to 
doff their uniforms, their cocked hats and 
their’ swords, and to share wiiu the diplo- 
mats of the United States the Shethastten of 
appearing in plain evening dress on occasions 
when the representatives of all other coun-. 
tries are decked out in gold lace and feath- 
ers.

Orders of knighthood, too, are viewed with 
something akin to contempt in Norway, 
where it ig considered bad form to wear them. 
To such an extent does this faea prevail that 
when the members of the Norwegian legis- 
lative deputation which went to Copenhagen 
to tender the crown of their country to Prince 
Charles of Denmark were decorated with 
various orders by his grandfather, King 
Christian, the question was seriously de- 
bated among them as to whether it would 
not be well to decline the honors, or at any 
rate to refrain from wearing tuem. Finally 
the Norwegian prime minister, Michelsen, 
the head of the deputation, persuaded with 
some difficulty his colleagues not only to 
accept the order but likewise to wear them 
on state occasions while in Denmark 80 as 
to avoid hurting the feelings of the venerable 
Danish king. 

At the present moment there are two Nor- 
wegian orders of knightheod, the order of the 
Lion of Norway, founded about eighteen 
months ago by King Oscar, and the order of 
St. Olaf, created about sixty years ago by 
his father, King OscarI. Thelatter is likely 
to be retained, Dut the former will probably 
be abolished. Nor will any new orders be 
created.

King Haakon has had the tact to humor 
these views and prejudices of hie new sub- 
jects.

OUT ATHLETICS. 


Football Definitely Abolished 
and Other Intercollegiate 
Games Go. 


ONLY ROWING IS LEFT. 


According to Plans Sports Will 
Be Confined to Class and De- 
partment Teams. 


New. York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—The Colum- 
bia university council tonight announced its 
decision on the question of abolishing foot- 
ball. The outcome exceeded anything the 
undergraduates expected, for not.only was 
football definitely abolished at Columbia, but 
President Butler was recommended by the 
council to take steps to stop all intercollegiate 
sport at the univerajty. This means, if Dr. 
‘Butler follows the recommendation, that no 
more Columbia teams will be seen on the 
field of action in any line. 

The plan is that all athletic exercises here- 
after shall be confined to the various classes 
and: departments. It is to be “ intracolle- 
giate "’ and not intercollegiate sport, as one 
student phrased it. Rowing only was ex- 
cepted. 

Not only is this so, but all control either 
of the sports or of their training is taken 
out of the hands of the students. 


TIGERS FOR FOOTBALL REFORM. 


Faculty Committee Suggests Abolition 


of Interference and Paid Coaches 
and Favors Shorter Season. 


Princeton, N. J., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Pres- 
ident Wilson and the faculty committee on 
outdoor sports of Princeton university an- 
nounced today the principal changes in the 
methods of playing and conducting football 
which Princeton believes to be essential for 
the proper reformation of the game, and will 
urge earnestly on all suitable occasions the 
following: 

1. That In the playing of the game all interfer- 
ence be abolished. 

2. That all coaching by men who are paid in any 
way directly or indirectly, or who receive their 
expenses or any part of them, be done away with. 

8. That the number of intercollegiate contests 
be much decreased, and the length of the season 
for such contests be correspondingly shortened. 


The first suggestion is for the purpose of | 


abolishing all mass plays and of restoring the 
original open game, The second suggestion 
is designed to place the game upon a purely 
amateur footing, and to restore to the players 
themselves the initiative, of which in recent 
years they have been deprived. The object of 
the third suggestion is to decrease the amount 
of time and energy the players are now 
obliged to devote to the game. The commit- 
tee has instructed Princeton’s representative 
upon the rules committee, Mr. J. B. Fine, to 
urge upon that committee the sn ices 22 eipate of 
the first suggestion.

WOMAN’S. CLUB TO BEGIN - 
CAMPAIGN FOR PURE MILK. 


Mrs. George W. Plummer Says Quality 
Sold in Chicago ‘Now Is Worse than 
Ever—Theater Project Considered. 


Declaring that Chicago dealers now are 
selling @ poorer quality of milk than ever. 
before, Mrs. George W. Plummer yesterday 
urged the Chicago Woman's club to take 
the initiative in a campaign for pure mlik. 
We get even poorer milk in Chicago now 
than in the past,” declared Mrs. Plummer, 

and there is a great need for more and 
better inspection. The matter. has been 
brought before the reform department of 
this club and a decision has been reached 
to call upon the women’s clubs of Cook coun- 
ty to subscribe $1,500 annually to pay the 
salary of a ocmpetent milk inspector. 

The great difficulty is that the milk is 
not pure when it leaves the farms owing 
to the insanitary conditions of many of the 
country dairies. The inepector paid by the 
women’s clubs would go to the country 
dairies and farms and examine the milk 
before it is shipped to the city.” 

Speaking before the club on ‘ Modern 
Rhilanthropy,” Miss Jane Addams declared 
that Philanthropy today means more than 
merely giving to the worthy poor or sub- 
scribing funds to promote a good cause. 
She said today the codperation of the ben- 
eficiaries is secured and in this way the 
work is made scientific. As an example 
she painted to the.erection of sanitary tene- 
ment houses in New York. 

Mrs. George Benedict Carpenter, president 
of the club, requested the members not to 
confuse the theater project launched by 
Arthuf Bissell and others- with the theater 
planned by the woman's club. 

“If our plans seem jn the end to be the 
same as the plans for the other theater a 
combination of interests may be brcught 
about,” she said. ‘“‘ At present, however, it 
one to me that our purposes are not iden- 
tical.”’ 


HEALY OFFENQDED BY ACTION 
IN MISS BELL BRIBERY CASE. 


State’s Attorney Declares Justice Eber- 
hardt Should Not Have Made Public 
Charges Until After Investigation. 


Justice Eberhardt offended State's Attorney 
Healy yesterday by making public charges 
that attempts at bribery and intimidation had 
been made in the trial of Miss Elizabeth F. 
Bell, the former Fulton Street Methodist 
church choir singer, who was accused of 
operating a confidence game. 

The court, after hearing the evidence,-dis- 
missed the state case, but fined Miss Bell 
$50, under the provisions of the city ordi- 
nances. In announcing his decision, Justice 
Eberhardt said that there had been no doubt 
in his mind that M'ss Bell was guilty, but 
because of the small amount involved he | 
would dismiss the state case. The fine was 
paid by W. B. Arnold, her cousin. 

After disposing of the arguments of At- 
torney Edward Kelly, Miss Bell's counsel, 
Justice Eberhardt said: 

“The evidence shows that the complain- 
ant in this case merely was discharging his 
duties as a citizen in collecting the evidence, 
and yet the court has learned that, during 
the progress of the trial, he has been threat- 
ened by improper letters. There also has 
Been an attempt made, by unlawful and cor- 
rupt means, to influence the court.” 

After adjourning court Justice Eberhardt 
refused to discuss the nature of the bribe 
offered him. 

‘I greatly regret,” said Mr. Healy, frown- , 
ing, ‘“‘that Justice Eberhardt should have 
made this public before an investigation has 
been conducted. It is inconsistent for him to 
bring it to my attention for official action and 
on the following day to make it a public mat- 


ter.”’ ?

After Many Delays Attorneys Move 
Rapidly in Hepe of Getting Away 
for Holidays—Night Session of 
Court Begins and Defense Enters a 
General Denial, Attacking Confes- 
sions and All Testimony Intro- 
duced by State’s Attorney.

. Defense Makes Sweeping Denial. 

The defense denies all—not only the signed 
statements of Charles Casey, Henry J. New- 
man, and others of the executive board of 
the carriage and wagon makers’ union, the 
confession of George Meller, the president 
of the union, but of the entire hypothesis 
and conclusion upon which the state's at- 
torney has based his attack 

The morning session and a large part of 
the afternoon were given up to Attorney 
FHiaynie Pearson in defense of Frank Novak, 
one of the defendants. Character witnesses 
were put on the stand, and a number of 
others, members of the union, testified that 
Novak was not implicated in the slugging 
conspiracy and attended but two meetings of 
the board. ) 

Novak himself took the stand and swore 
to the same statements—that, while he had 
signed a written confession as to his know!- 
edge of Casey’s part in the conspiracy, he 
did so while in a “ dazed ” condition. 


Seeks to Impeach Witnesses. 
Attorney Seymour Stedman, for the labor 
men, called several witnesses to impeaca the 
testimony of those prouuced by the state. 
Several of them were members of the union, 
who testified that they had been present 
at the time the executive board is said to 
have hired the wrecking crew, but had heard 
no word ofany such matter. Edward Shields, 
secretary of the executive committee and 
one of the aefendante, testified to the same 
facts, and declared that he had never heard 

Gilhooley’s name until this case opened.

Government Promises to Act. 

Since this petition was filed with the preg@s 
idem the government officials have been re 
icent about discussing the matter, but A 
torney General Moody finally has made t 
promise that as soon as certain formalitieg 
have been gone through the suits will be 
started. The suits, as the Receivers ang 
Shippers’ association of Cincinnati hae
